Your gauge provides 
accurate tire pressure readings on its digital 
display and announces the reading each 
time you check the pressure. You can also 
find the last tire pressure reading from the 
gauge’s memory. 

USING THE 
TIRE GAUGE 

For the best results, check tire pressure 
when the vehicle has not been driven for 
several hours. Tire manufacturers’ 
recommended pressure ratings based on 
“cool” tire temperatures. 

1 . Remove the transparent cover from the 
display. 

2. Align the tire gauge’s nozzle with the 
tire’s valve stem. Listen carefully for any 
leaks and press firmly on the valve stem 
to obtain a good seal. Hold the tire 
gauge on the valve stem until the tire 
pressure appears on the display and 
the tire gauge announces the reading. 

3. Remove the tire gauge from the valve 
stem and read the pressure. After about 
10 seconds, the the display 
automatically resets to zero, and the 
gauge is ready to measure pressure 
again, ty 

If no additional readings are made, the 
gauge automatically turns off after 
about 10 seconds. 


REPLACING THE 
BATTERY 

Your tire gauge comes with one CR2032 
(3V) button-cell battery (supplied) for power. 
The supplied battery should provide power 
for about 3,500 readings. For the best 
performance and longest life, we 
recommend a RadioShack lithium battery.

1 . Slide the battery compartment cover 
(on the back of the gauge) in the 
direction of the arrow and remove it. 

2. Remove the old battery. 

3. Place a CR2032 button-cell battery 
inside the compartment with its positive 
side (-r) facing up then replace the 
cover. 


When the display dims or the announcement 
becomes garbled, replace the battery.

Keep the tire gauge dry; if it gets wet, wipe it 
dry immediately. Use and store the tire 
gauge only In normal temperature 
environments.

Keep the tire gauge 
away from dust and dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cloth occasionally to keep It looking 
new.
